Attacks on Cruisers. 

Twice during Sunday’s heavy 
land fighting flights of Douglas’ 
Dauntless dive bombers roared 
away from the Guadalcanal air 
field and bombed a force of enemy 
ruisers and destroyers north of 
yearby Florida Island. 

One enemy heavy cruiser took 
a direct hit and was stopped dur- 
ing the first attack and another 
heavy cruiser was reported hit 
during the second. A few minutes 
later a group of Army Flying For- 
tresses struck at this same force 
and scored two bomb hits on a 
light cruiser, which was left burn- 
ing and “dead” in the water.

A series of heavy 
explosions tore through the ship, 
starting fires that raged out of 
control. It was necessary to aban- 
don ship about three hours after 
the assault. 

Sea Losses Ain Solomons. 

With all hope of saving the car- 
rier gone, a United States destroy- 
er administered the coup de grace 
with torpedoes and the Wasp went 
down, sharing the fate of two oth- 
er American carriers—the Lexing- 
ton, lost in the Coral Sea, and the 
Yorktown, sunk in the Battle of 
Midway. It was the thirteenth 
ship reported lost in the Solomons, 
where three American cruisers, 
five destroyers and four other 
ships had been sunk. The Porter 
was the fourteenth loss. 

The 739-foot Wasp was com- 
pleted only two years ago but al- 
ready had seen service in both 
hemispheres, having been used 
early this year to ferry planes to 
the Mediterranean island of Malta.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27 (AP).— 
Two new bombing raids on Jap- 
anese installations, including a 
submarine base, on Kiska Island 
in the Aleutians were reported by 
the Navy today.

“I knew we had been torpedoed, 
but we all thought there was an 
air attack also,” Lieut, Adreon 
said.

We 
thought they were bomb frag- 
ments. 

“There were at least 200 of us 
trapped in the forecastle. We 
busied ourselves giving first aid to 
the injured. The oil and gasoline 
was pouring out of the ship some- 
where in back of us, and when the 
ship reversed it took us through 
flaming oil and gasoline. 

“Finally the paint lockers below 
caught fire, and the wind blew 
smoke and flames to where we 
were. I found a clear spot in the 
water between burning spots of 
oil and gasoline and went down 
the rope net. 

“I swam straight out and found 
a floating mattress. A group of 
us gathered around that and 
helped a wounded sailor to get 
on it, 

“While we were swimming

Louis institutions. About 175 other 


ferred to various colleges through- 
out the nation at a distance from 
the West Coast.

There are about 30 relocated stu- 
dents at Washjngton University, 
including both young men and 
women who are enrolled in virtu- 
ally every department of the in- 


stitution. Two American-born Jap- 


anese entered the St. Louis Uni- 
versity Medical School this term, 
but only’one of them came through 
the Relocation Center. The other 
arrived last spring before arrange- 
ments by the center were neces- 
sary for his transportation inland 
from the West Coast area. 

One young woman student, Miss 
Kiyoko Hosoura, formerly of Los 
Angeles and a student at the Uni- 
versity of California at Los An- 
geles, arrived last week to continue 
her studies at Webster College in 
Webster Groves. She is a senior, 
majoring in French and literature. 
The young man sent to St. Louis 
University by the Relocation Cen- 
ter is Harvey Itano, a Phi Beta 
Kappa from the University of Cal- 
ifornia, where he finished his pre- 
medical work this spring. He was 
evacuated a week before final ex- 
aminations, but the University gave 
him his degree anyway. 

Itano had intended completing 
his medical studies in California, 
but when that became impossible 
he applied to be sent to the St. 
Louis. University Medical School.

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Some Nations Get Mere Trickle 


Of Aid, All Want 


Us to Define War 


Aims, He Says in Report on Tour 


‘Reservoir of Good Will for U. S. Leaking— 
He Assails Censorship That Tends to Bar 
Criticism of War Leaders. | 


T globe-circling trip follows: 


Several months ago it occurred 
to me that perhaps I could make 
a contribution to the war by visit- 
ing the world’s people who have a 
stake in it. I wanted to see them. 
I wanted to talk to them at their 
fighting fronts. I also wanted 
frank discussion with both lead- 
ers and people in countries which 
have not yet decided on their 
course of action. 

Naturally, in time of war, it is 
impossible to leave this country 
without permission. So I applied 
to the President for permission to 
visit the Middle East, Russia and 
China. I wanted to go as a private 
citizen, as I had gone to England 
when she alone was so courage 
ously holding the free world’s bat- 
tle line against Hitler. The Presi- 
dent agreed to my trip, and asked 
that I perform certain specific 
tasks for him, which I was happy 
to undertake. 

Talked to Hundreds 


As a Free Agent. 

It was clearly understood be- 
tween ‘him and me that apart 
from the specific matters handled 
for him, I should go as a free 
agent. I was at liberty to express 
my opinion’ while abroad and 
equally so when I returned. I 
have talked to literally hundreds 
and hundreds of people around 
the world in the last two months. 
Everywhere I made it crystal clear 
that I was present as a free citi- 
gen of a free country, a member 
of a different party from the 
President’s—in fact, the candidate 
who opposed him in 1940. 

I traveled in a four-engined Con- 

lidated bomber, which had been 

nverted for transport service, and 
. which was operated and navigated 
with extraordinary skill by Amer- 
ican Army officers. All my per- 
sonal expenses I paid myself. If 
I have occasion to write articles, 
reporting on my journey at great- 
er length, any proceeds will be 
paid at my direction to various 
war relief agencies that are sup- 
porting our common cause. 

I make these points clear be- 
cause the citizens of a democracy 
have the right to know them. And 
-tonight I am reporting to you, 
and summarizing my conclusions, 
as an American interested only in 
the welfare of my* country and 
proud that I am accountable only 
to my fellow citizens. 

No Distant Points 

In World of Today. 

If I ever had any doubts that 
the world has become small and 
completely interdependent, this trip 
would have dispelled them alto- 
gether. I traveled a total of 31,000 
miles, which sounds very far. The 
net impression of my trip, how- 
ever, is not one of distance from 
other peoples, but of closeness to 
them.

They have caused the 
world to think of us as people who 
move goods, and ideas, and move 
them fast. They like us for this, 
and they respect us. 

Our motion pictures have played 
an important role in building up 
this reservoir of friendliness. They 
are shown all over the world. 
People of every country can see 
with their own eyes what we look 
like, can hear our voices, From 
Natal to Chungking I was plied 
with questions about American 
motion picture stars — questions 
asked eagerly by shop girls and 
those who served me coffee, and 
just-as eagerly by the wives of 
prime ministers and kings.

He 
does not happen to believe in it, 
but he was not even talking about 
it. He was telling me, and through 
me, you, that by our silence on 
India we have already drawn 
heavily on our reservoir of good 
will in the East. People of the 
East who would like to count on 
us are doubtful. They cannot as- 
certain from our Government’s 
wishy-washy attitude towards the 
problem of India what we are 
likely to feel at the end of the 
war about all the other hundreds 
of millions of eastern peoples. 
They cannot tell from our vague 
and vacillating talk whether or 
not we really do stand for free- 
dom, or what we mean by 
freedom, 

In Africa, in the Middle East, 
throughout the Arab world, as 
well as in China and the whole 
Far East, freedom means the or- 
derly but scheduled abolition of 
the colonial system. I can assure 
you that this is true. I can as- 
sure you that the rule of people 
by other peoples is not freedom, 
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repaired. One

One of our representatives to a 
great Power, for.example, although 
he has worked for more than 20 
years in the country where he is 
stationed, has not troubled to learn 
the language of a proud and sensi- 
tive people to which he is accredit- 
ed. On our special missions to 
Russia no one of cabinet rank has 
been sent from this country to 
talk to Mr. Stalin. It was the 
British Prime Minister who pri- 
marily spoke for us on the last 
such mission. Between Cairo and 
Teheran live the Arab-speaking 
peoples, in half a dozen lands, with 
great traditions and great futures. 
Yet, when I was there, we had in 
all this area no minister or am- 
bassador in residence. 

We must wipe out the distinction 
in our minds between “first-class” 
and “second-class” Allies. We must 
send to represent us among all our 
Allies really distinguished men who 
are important enough in their own 
right to dare tell our President the 
truth. 


Opposes Stringent 
Bar on Criticism. 

There is one more leak in our 
reservoir of good-will which I must 
report to you. It can be plugged, 
I believe, by resolute and aggres- 
sive action by the people of demo- 
cratic nations, and especially of the 
United States. This is the atrophy 
of intelligence which is produced 
by stupid, arbitrary or undemo- 
cratic censorship. 

It has been suggested much of 
late, for example, that private citi- 
zens, particularly those not expert 
in military affairs or those uncon- 
nected with Government, should re- 
frain from making suggestions 
about the conduct of the war — 
military, industrial, economic or 
political. It is said that we must 
remain silent and allow our lead- 
ers and the experts to solve these 
problems unmolested.

The 200 mil- 
lion people of Russia and the 450 
million people of. China — people 
like you and me-rare bewildered 
and anxious. 

“They know what they are fight- 
ing for. They are not so sure of 
us. Many of them have read the 
Atlantic Charter. Rightly or 
wrongly, they are not ' satisfied. 
They ask: ‘What about a Pacific 
Charter? What about a world 
charter’ ?” 

Willkie attacked what he termed 
a “half-ignorant, half-patronizing 
way in which we have grown 
accustomed to treating many of 
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against the background of what I 
have seen all over the world, I am 
absolutely positive that a military 
victory will not be enough. The 
total defeat of the Japanese war- 
lords, the total crushing of the 
German Wehrmacht, could not in 
themselves solve the problems of 
this great tumultuous earth. We 
must fight our way through not 
alone to the destruction of our 
enemies but to a new world idea, 
We must win the peace. 

To win that peace three things 
seem to me necessary—first, we 
must plan now for peace on a 
global basis; second, the world 
must be free, economically and po- 
litically, for nations and for men 
that peace may exist in it; third, 
America must play an active, con- 
structive part in freeing it and 
keeping its peace. 

When I say that peace must be 
planned on a global basis, I mean 
quite literally that it must em- 
brace the earth. Continents and 
oceans are plainly only parts of a 
whole, seen, as I have just seen 
them, from the air. Russia and 
China, Egypt, Syria and Turkey, 
Iraq and Iran are also parts. And 
it is inescapable that there can be 
no peace for any part of the world 
unless the foundations of peace are 
made secure throughout all parts 
of the world. 


‘People Over World 


Are op the March.’ 


When I say that in order to 
have peace this world must be 
free, I am only reporting that a 
great process has started which 
no man—certainly not Hitler—can 
stop. Men and women all over the 
world are on the march, physi- 
cally, intellectually and _ spiritu- 
ally. After centuries of ignorant 
and dvll compliance, hundreds of 
millions of people in Eastern Eu- 
rope and Asia have opened the 
books. Old fears no _ longer 
frighten them. They are no 
longer willing to be eastern slaves 
for western profits.: They are be- 
ginning to know that men’s wel- 
fare throughout the world ig in- 
terdependent. They are resolved, 
as ‘we miust be, that there is no 
more place for imperialism within 
their own society than in the 
society of nations. The big house 
on the hill surrounded by mud 
huts has lost its awesome charm. 

Our Western world and our pre- 
sumed supremacy are now on trial. 
Our boasting and our big talk 
leave Asia cold. Men and women 
in Russia and China and in the 
Middle East are conscious now of 
their own potential strength. They 
are coming to know that many of 
the decisions about the future of 
the world lie in their hands. And 
they intend that these decisions

“We found certain skin diseases 
and infections among workers 
were due to fine pieces of metal 
getting into the skin,” he reported. 


'|“Sometimes the metal caused boils 


and other inflammations. The 
pieces of metal were found in cut- 
ting oils used on production ma- 
chinery. 

“Many workers became sprayed 
with such oils and suffered infec- 
tions. The infections were reduced 
when we arranged to have the 
cutting oils changed frequently 
enough to prevent accumulation of 
metal particles.” 


In a discussion of allergies, Dr. 
French K. Hansel of St. Louis said 
that a striking number of patients, 
apparently not subject to attack 
before, developed hay fever when 
traveling cross country, particu- 
larly on entering ragweed area 
during a period of high comcentra- 
tion of pollen. 

Dr, Hansel added that “sinus al- 
lergy is commonly mistaken for 
and treated as infection.” “About 
12 per cent of children with chron- 
ic recurring colds are affected 
with allergy rather than infection,” 
he continued. “Many unnecessary 
tonsil operations are performed on 
these children.”

Sinclair Gives Report on 


"September Attacks — 


- Says ‘Blitz’ on Britain 
Is Unlikely. 


LONDON, Oct. 27 (AP) -—The 
Royal Air Force dropped 5000 tons 
‘of bombs in nine raids on Germa- 
ny during the first 14 days of Sep- 
tember—an average of more than 
500 tons per raid—Air Minister Sir 
Archibald Sinclair disclosed today. 

He predicted that the United 
‘States Air Forces would bring 
“mighty and shattering reinforce- 
ment to the bombing offensive” 
against the Reich. 

“The Americans are joining in,” 
he said, “Don’t hustle them— 
bombing Germany is no picnic. .. 
Their bombing has been astonish- 
ingly accurate.” 

He said Britain’s big bombers 
had been guided on their way to 
targets in Italy and France. by 
Frenchmen who “opened their 
doors and windows in the black- 
out and gave the “V” sign with 
flashlights. 

Sinclair, in an address here, said 
he thought “a consistent blitz on 
the scale of 1940-41” was unlikely 
to hit Britain again, but if the 
German planes came back im force, 
strengthened air defenses would 
give them a “hot reception.” 

He warned, however, that the 
Germans have learned “better 
forms of attack” from the British 
example and that there must be 


|no complacency. 


Nazi Fortifications. 

Meanwhile, a diplomatic source 
said the Germans are frantically 
strengthening continental defenses 
against invasion on the basis of a 
lesson Jearned from the Russian 
stand at Stalingrad. 

The lesson is that an ordinary 
city studded with pillboxes and 
strongpoints can be just as ef- 
fective as conventional fortresses 
like those of Liege or Namur which 
the Germans took May 11-25, 1940. 

This source said he had been 
informed that the Nazis were em- 
ploying approximately 100,000 men 
in strengthening cities from Lille 
to Amiens and along the border 
of occupied France from the coast 
to Switzerland. 


Taken Off Fortress Jobs. 

Many of these men, he asserted, 
were taken off the old fortress 
type of defense works.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2 (AP).— 
The War Labor Board authorized 
groups in the maintenance, con- 
struction, and powerhouse ‘depart- 
ments of General Motors, Chrysler, 
and Ford companies, but denied 
union requests for general in- 
creases and a $1.50 hourly mini- 
mum for all ‘skilled workers, 

The board’s order approved the 
unanimous recémmendations of a 
three-man panel which were an- 
nounced last week. They provided: 

1. An increase of 6 cents an 
hour for machine repair men, ma- 
chinists, millwrights and. elec- 
tricians of the three companies. 

2. An increase of 5 cents in the 
contract maximum rates for 
and semi-skilled’ mainten- 
ance, powerhouse and _ constritc- 
tion workers at Ford, and 10 cents 
at General Motors and Chrysler. 
The board said this did not require 
a wage increase, It was rec- 
ommended because practically all 
classifications are now within 5 
cents an hour or less of the maxi- 
mum rate, leaving “little or no 
room for recognition of individual 
merit and ability.” 

3. Establishment of a fund in 
General Motors and Chrysler 
plants equivalent to 1% cents an 
hour for each of the skilled and 
semi-skilled maintenance and pow- 
erhouse construction workers, ex- 
cluding machinists, millwrights, 
machine repair men and elec- 
tricians, pulpers, and outside auto- 
mobile and motor truck mainten- 
ance workers. This fund is to be 
distributed by collective bargain- 
ing with the maximum increase 
for any individual to be 6 cents 
an hour. 

All adjustments were ordered re- 
troactive to April 28 in the case of 
General Motors and to June 1 in 
the case of Ford and Chrysler. 

The panel report, in a brief ref-

The furs, sold in the auction 
room of the Fouke Fur Co. 
brought an average of only $24 
each, or 26 per cent less than last 
spring, when prices were 30 per 
cent lower than last fall’s record 
high. The Government’s increased 
tax program and. anti-inflation 
measures were cited by Philip B. 
Fouke, president of the firm, 
which conducted the sale for the 
Government as reasons for the re- 
duced prices. 

The Government’s realization 
from the, sale was $513,596, com- 
pared to the $1,003,000 received 
last spring from the sale of 30,000 
pelts and the $1,333,000 received 
last fall for 29,000 furs. 

Anticipating a reduced demand, 
the Government cut by almost a 
third the usual number of seal- 
skins offered despite the fact a 
record catch of 95,000 seals had 
been made in the Pribilof Islands, 
north of the Aleutian Islands, in 
the summer of 1941 before Japan 
abrogated the joint treaty with 
the United States and Canada gov- 
erning: sealing operations. 

The huge catch at that time will 
permit sale of furs next spring and 
fall and in the spring of 1944, 
even though there was no cateh 
this last summer, Fouke said.

The fighting men of the United 
States are as skilled as any fight- 
ing force on earth, but although 
they are the ones making the sac- 
rifices, they're being “let down” 
at Washington, Oliver T. Rem- 
mers, attorney, said in a campaign 
talk last night at the North St. 
Louis Turner Hall. FE 
It was the largest Republiéan 
campaign rally held since the Aug. 
4 primary, with approximately 
1000 persons attending. Other 
speakers included David E. Horn 
Republican nominee for Congress- 
man of the Thirteenth District; 
Chairman Fred W. Evers of the 
Republican City Committee; Presi- 
dent Michael J. Hart of the Board 
of Aldermen, and State Repre- 
sentative Howard Elliott of St. 
Louis County. 
Evers denounced the Democrats 
for the thwarted attempt to steal 
the Governorship in the 1941 Gen- 
eral Assembly, and urged that the 
voters send 19 Republicans to the 
House of Representatives from St. 
Louis and three Republicans to 
the Senate to replace Anthony 
Webbe, Clinton Watson and Myles 
P. Dyer, Democrats, who partici- 
pated in the governorship steal 
and who are seeking re-election. 
Remmers, in his hard-hitting 
speech, asserted that the “bureau- 
crats and the New Dealers have 
flunked on every job and bungled 
every task given them.” 

Urges Vote As Protest. 

“The answer to the problem,” he 
said, “is .to awaken Washington 
and the New Dealers with an over- 
whelming Republican vote, thereby 
registering a vigorous protest to 
Washington. It is time for the 
American people to assert them- 
selves with stirring words, and 
then by ringing actions at the 
polls demonstrate that America is 
all right but we are tired of the 
New Deal’s mismanagement of this 
war. 

“While Americans fight for their

is wrong. Here, along the front, 
the Russians’ German-language 
propaganda section works day and 
night passing food for thought 
across the trenches to Fritz. 
Pamphlets, of course, are the 
chief device used to acquaint the 
German soldiers with the other 
side of the world-war picture. But 
loud speakers are employed regu- 
larly in the front lines, and Ger- 
man prisoners often speak to the 
men in their own companies or 
regiments. The prisoners are fre- 
quently anxious to do this. They 


/ have been warned for so long that 
the Russians 


take no prisoners 
that they jump at the chance to 
assure their company mates that 
they are unharmed and ask them 
to send word to their families at 
home. 


News Sheets in German. 


The Russians even have German- 

language news sheets which they 
send across the lines. One of 
is called Die Warheit 
(Truth) and another, What. Is 
Happening in Germany. The lat- 
ter, for instance, has a lead arti- 
cl on a bad. harvest in Germany 
and also publishes a letter from a 
German soldier’s mother complain- 
ing about the terrible food they 
are getting at home. A front-page 
box points out that “Hitler has 
occupied virtually all of Europe, 
but the bread ration in Germany 
is getting steadily smaller... 
Isn't it foolish to fight to enrich a 
group of Hitler’s parasites? Think 
this over carefully.” 

Germans, themselves, provide 
some of the most disturbing propa- 
ganda items in the form of letters 
found on the bodies of their dead.

As you 
know, we were sent by Rittmeister 
Haspel, 10 privates and one non- 
com, to the village of Strynkovo in 
order to watch the Russian civil- 
ians during the harvest. Sudden- 
ly we were surrounded by the Red 
Army and captured. Six of us who 
resisted were killed, but we sur- 
rendered, 

“In the first hours we were 
afraid we'd be shot, but these fears 
proved unfounded. At the present 
time we're in a temporary camp 
with many other German prison- 
ers. We're well treated and well 
fed. We also get smokes. We ask 
the comrades of our squadrons to 
spread the word that we're healthy, 
cheerful and in good condition. 
Our home addresses follow.” 

The pamphlet carries complete 
names and addresses of five im- 
prisoned squadron members and 
also a photograph of them eating 
a meal in a Russian camp. A 
printed postscript at the bottom 
states that names of German pris- 
oners are never published without 
their consent, 

Another pamphlet of “Greetings 
to the Home Folks” reproduces au- 
tographed signatures and  ad- 
dresses of more than 30 German 
—ñ— in their own handwrit- 

ng. 

Nazi propaganda in Hitler’s 
army has built up such a fear 
among the soldiers of being exe- 
cuted as soon as they are captured 
by the Russians that these per- 
sonal messages from German pris- 
oners provide the most effective 
way to make Fritz scratch his 
head and think again. 

Full advantage is also being 
taken of the German soldier’s pro- 
nounced‘ fear of the Russian win- 
ter. By leaflet and by loudspeaker 
he is constantly being reminded 
that another Russian winter is just 
around the corner, and of what it 
inevitably means to the unfortu- 
nate invaders. “How many more 
winters will Hitler keep you here 
to freeze to death?” 


News Broadcasts. 

On this front the Russians’ loud- 
speakers must be a particular 
thorn in the flesh of the Nazi high 
command, because what the Ger- 
man ‘soldiers hear, night after 
night, is based especially upon 
what German prisoners say. and 
reveal. German soldiers in Russia 
don’t know anything about Allied 
bombing raids on Germany, or the 
recent American bombing visita- 
tion upon Lille, for instance. But 
Germans in Rzhev’s front lines 
get all such news very. specifically 
nightly in their own language. 

Any number of German prison- 
ers have also admitted their un- 
easiriess over the fact that their 
officers promised them that the 
Nazis would capture Stalingrad 
early in September. ..The German 
officers said that the war in Rus- 
sia would then be over. So the 
Russians’ loudspeaker says, “Your 
own officers told you your troops 
would capture Stalingrad five 
weeks ago. But you've lost scores 
of thousands of men and you've 


still not taken Stalingrad. Why? 


How many more winters do you 
want to spend in the trenches in 
Russia?” 

In this fashion their propaganda 
war is waged all along the Rus- 
sian front and as unceasingly as 
the war of shells and bombs. This 
is one of the few places on earth 
where the Germans have any con- 
tact with the outside world, and 
this is one contact that Hitler can- 
not shut off so long as the 
war goes on. The Red Army is 
making the most of this peculiar 
opportunity. —

Whole World Is Poorer for Loss of So Many 
Beautiful Buildings, She Writes — Mimic 
Held for Her.

LONDON Oct. 26 (Monday). 
HE King and Queen very kind- 
Ty gave a luncheon Saturday 
for the heads of the various 
women’s services, to which they 
also invited Mrs. Oveta Hobby, 
director of our Women’s Army 
Auxiliary Corps. 
I was glad to find there were a 
number of women present who 
were not complete strangers to me. 
Mrs. Arthur Grenfell, head of the 
Y. W. C. A., had come to see me 
in Washington. The dowager 
Duchess of Reading, who heads 
the Women’s Voluntary Services, 
spent, weeks in the United States 
before she started her work over 
here. Now, of course, we have 
much to learn from her, but I 
think we may feel that at the be- 
ginning our country contributed 
something to the development of 
her ideas. 
Mrs. Mary Agnes Hamilton, of 
the Ministry of Planning, had 
spent the day with us in Hyde 
Park years ago, when the Presi- 
dent was Governor.of New York 
State, and it was very pleasant to 
renew that acquaintanceship. 

After lunch Their Majesties took 
me to visit St. Paul’s Cathedral. 
It was my first view of the de- 
struction which has leveled whole 
blocks of houses. It is remarkable 
that St. Paul’s still stands, in 
spite of considerable damage. Its 
fire fighters spent night after 
night sleeping in the crypt, ready 
to spring to their posts should 
they be needed. 

I have seen pictures of the fire 
which had swept the financial dis- 
trict, known as “The City,” after 
one of the blitzes, but I was in 
no way prepared for such a great 
area of destruction. When build- 
ings such as the fine old Guildhall 
and many beautiful old churches 
are destroyed, they are a loss to 
the whole world. So much skill 
and artistic ability, not to speak 
of historic interest, have simply 
been swept away ‘and the whole 
world is poorer. 


But even more poignant is the 
destruction that we viewed a lit- 
tle bit later in Stepney. Here the 
crowded population lived over small 
shops and in rows of two-story 
houses. Today there is only one- 
third of the old population left 
and each empty building speaks of 
a personal tragedy. They showed 
me one of the big shelters, which 
at one time housed as many as 
1200 people, and where, even now, 
300 people come to sleep ever} 
night. They feel cared for, less 
lonely and their own houses are 
no longer very secure. 

It seemed to me, as I walked 
through the brick compartments of 
that shelter, that I learned some- 
thing about fear and the resistance 
to total destruction, which exists 
in all human beings. How could 
people be herded together like this 
night after night without some epi- 
demic being the result: Yet it was 
done and the spirits of kindness 
and cheerfulness prevailed. Those 
‘who had lost so much still man- 
aged to smile. 


We visited the city fire control 
center, where the Lord Mayor of 
London, Sir John Laurie, and Sen- 
ior Regional Commissioner Sir E. 
Gowers, who is in charge of the 
safety of the city, greeted and wel- 
jcomed us.

THE THREATENED PRISONERS OF WAR 


HERE is a report. trom the 


ers taken in the Dieppe raid and 
the Japanese threats against the 
American airmen who fell intq 
Japanese hands after the Doolittle 
bombing of Tokyo. Thus far there 
are no reports of actions or threats 
by the Italian government. The 
number of Italian prisoners in Al- 


hold many more prisoners of war 
than the Allies do. In a contest of 
reprisals they would therefore have, 
a clear advantage, and undoubted-’ 
ly this is the initjal reason why 
they are discussing a scheme to do 
away with the last remaining ves- 
tiges of international law. 


The reasons which they give for 
their threat are palpably false, and 
therefore they are not their real 
reasons. They say that the United 
Nations have bombed and block- 
aded the civilian populations and 
that this is “mass murder.” But 
Japan was bombing and blockading 
the civilian Chinese for many long, 
bloody years before a bomb was 
dropped on Tokyo or even an em- 
bargo placed by any of the United 
Nations against Japanese imports. 

As for the Germans, or more ac- 
curately the Nazis, their whole po- 
litical] and military doctria@ has 
from the first been based upon the 
racist theory. The latest example 
of what this theory means was pro- 
vided only last week when the Nazi 
State Secretary, Hermann Frank, 
declared that “the murder of Hey- 
drich has not yet been expiated 
and it still constitutes a blood guilt 
that incriminates the Czech people 
in its entirety.” There has never 
been a place inthe Nazi scheme 
of things for the immunity of in- 
nocent persons. The Nazis have 


never spared the innocent if they 
wished to injure them, and their 
record of officially directed massa-

What 
they are doing coincides with the 
recent speeches of Hitler and his 
lieutenants announcing. that Ger- 
many is passing from the strategic 
offensive to the strategic defens- 
ive. It seems most possible, then, 
that their ferocious menaces 
against prisoners of war are di- 
rectly related to the change ‘in 
Germany’s military position. 
For would not Hitler by likely to 
make the following assumptions: 
that he might terrorize the United 


Nations’ troops and weaken their . 


offensive spirit; that if he can pro- 
voke reprisals, or make his own 
troops believe that the Allies com- 
mit atrocities, the German troops 
will hold on to the death rather 
than to surrender when they see 
that the war is. lost; that since he 
may have no successful defense 
against the Allied air attack, and 
not sufficient air strength now to 
make an effective counteroffens- 
ive, he can by taking it out on the 
prisoners not only do something to 
sate German demands for venge- 
ance but also to weaken the Allied

The President has already gone to the* Senate 
for two hominees (Black and Byrnes), He has twice 
elevated his Attorney General (Murphy and Jackson) 
‘and once his Solicitor General (Reed), The singular 
thing is that although he has drawn on both the 
legislative and executive branches of the Government 
for the nation’s supreme jurists, he has yet to go to 
the judiciary itself. He has yet to elevate a Judge 
of the Federal Circuit or District Courts or a state 
court Judge, as Hoover did in the appointment of 
Justice Cardozo. Or, to cite only a few other in- 
stances, as Harding did in Justice Sanford, Wilson in 
Justice Clarke, and Taft in Justices Lurton, Van De- 
vanter, Lamar and Pitney. 

This failure to elevate from the judiciary cannot 
be explained away by saying that the lower Federal 
courts do not contain men who measure up. That 
is, it cannot unlesa the President is willing to con- 
demn his own appointments to the lower courts. 
For the fact is that Mr. Roosevelt has now named 
184 of the 294 sitting Federal Judges. This means 
that nearly two-thirds are of his own selection. 

It is time, in our opinion, for the President to go 
outside his intimate circle of faithful New Dealers, 
It is time for him to recognize the good work which 
is done day in and day out on the Federal courts 
from one coast to the other. It is time to recognize 
this talent and service; this sacrifice, in many cases, 
of a financially rewarding career as a lawyer. 

If Senator Barkley and Attorney General Biddle 
are being considered, it is high time some other sug- 
gestions were made. There are many who would add 
the name of Judge Learned Hand of the Federal Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals in New York City. Judge Hand 
is one of the great American jurists. He easily 
outranks many of the men who have sat on the Su- 
preme Court. His judicial experience is exceptional. 
Appointed a District Judge in 1909 by Taft, he was 
elevated to the Court of Appeals in 1924 by. Coolidge. 
He is, moreover, a brilliant literary as well as legal 
scholar, Justices Holmes and Cardozo would have 
welcomed him to their bench. Learned Hand would 
have been at home among them.

He can select a Justice who measures up to great 
responsibility ahead of him, in view of the present 
even division of the court on important questions. 
He can contribute to national unity by making 
an appointment which is not personal in the sense 
that all his Supreme Court appointments have been. 
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ANOTHER ADVANCE FOR THE ANTI-POLL TAX BILL. 
The third of the four hurdles in the fight to enact 
Federal anti-poll tax legislation has now been 
cleared. First, the Geyer-Pepper. bill was at long 
last taken out of the hands of the Southern dom- 
inated House Rules Committee. Then it was passed 
by the overwhelming majority of 252 to 84. Yester- 
day it was reported favorably by the Senate Judi- 
clary Committee by a 13-to-5 division. 

It is worth noting that two of the five opposed 
were Senators from poll tax states, Connally of 
Texas and Doxey of Mississippi, and that two others 
were Senators who said their views were deter- 
mined, not by the merits or demerits of the poll 
tax, but by the question of the pending legislation’s 
constitutionality. These were Senators O'Mahoney 
of Wyoming and Austin of Vermont, who said the 
way to proceed was by constitutional amendment. 
Thus is the issue of the poll tax at last squarely 
before the Senate with only such defense for this 
undemocratic requirement as comes from the eight 
poll tax ‘states themselves. It is an issue that will 
not down.

All this is fine, hard-hitting talk, and it indicates 
considerable progress in the political education of 
Wendell Willkie. There can be no doubt that what 
he saw and heard on his recent world trip profound- 
ly impressed the Republican presidential candidate 
of 1940, His speech was a splendid demonstration of 
what an informed and courageous opposition can do 
to help rationalize policy in a democracy. 

In fact, there was an array of wholesome truths 
and high principles in his address that would have 
electrified the world had they come from the lips 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt or Winston Churchill, The 
speech was a challenge to both these statesmen 
to take note of the great. body of world opinion for 
which the returned traveler spoke. Here were the 
feelings and hopes of the Chinese people, the Rus- 
sian people, the Indian people, the teeming masses 
all over the world, presented to an American audi- 
ence through the words of Wendell Willkie. 

Yet few hearers could forget that Mr. Willkie was 
not a wholly disinterested witness. Only two years 
ago he was stumping the country in a campaign 
based largely on criticism of the Roosevelt admin- 
istration. Congressional elections are only a week 
away, and the Republican party has rosy hopes of 
gains. Mr. Willkie himself is. high on the “available” 
list of Republican presidential hopes for 1944. 

These circumstances must be taken into account 
in considering the Willkie speech. They will help 
the public properly appraise the speaker, but they 
take nothing from the challenging nature of his 
words.

Civic Music League Opens 
Season With Competent 
Production.

The Civic Music League began 
its season last night in the Mu- 
nicipal Auditorium by sponsoring 
its first operatic production, that 
of Puccini's “La Boheme,” sung 
in English. The performing artists 


were members of a group assem- 
bled by Charles Wagner and in- 
cluded singers who had appeared 
before in St. Louis, either with the 
St. Louis Grand Opera Company 
or with the Municipal Opera. 

The production as a whole was 
highly competent. The ensemble 
was well integrated. The action 
was smooth and well-timed. The 
individual artists had credible and 
interesting conceptions of their 
roles, and the vocal quality of the 
cast was such as to give an ef- 
fective expression of Puccini's 
highly personal melodic line, The 
capacity audience received the per- 
formance with evidences of cor- 
dial approval and was apparently 
grateful for the English~ text 
which made the action much more 
understandable. 

Armand Tokatyan, a veteran of 
many an operatic romance, was 
successful in capturing the senti- 
mental quality of the role of Ro- 
dolfo, without making it too sug- 
ary on the one hand, or too vola- 
tile on the other. His voice was 
fresh and resonant, though 
strangely enough he was least im- 
pressive in that abiding favorite 
of all tenors “Your Tiny Hand Is 
Frozen.” 

Susanne Fisher was a clear voiced 
and sympathetic Mimi, whose en- 
tire performance was musicianly 
and artistic. Equally good was 
Mack Harrell, one of the best 
equipped of the present day group’ 
of American baritones. Roberto 
Silva, the basso, was an unusually 
effective Colline, except for the 
fact that he oversentimentalized 
his fourth act aria “The Song to 
the Coat.” Frances Greer, as Mu- 
setta, was not up to the standard 
of the rest of the cast. Small 
roles were well taken by Walter 
Olitzki, George Rasely and Car- 
lysle Bennett. 

The performance was conducted 
by Giuseppe Bamboschek. His fa- 
miliarity with the score was 
always in evidence but there were 
many stretches in which the or- 
chestra was handled in a manner 
that was hardly. sympathetic to 
the séntiment of the music.

Since the rating was determined 
solely on the basis of the regular 
season, Cooper’s unfortunate ex- 
perience in being beaten in the 
All-Star game and twice getting 
lambasted by the New York 
Yankees in the: world series did 
not enter into consideration. 
‘The honor signalized a remark- 
able recovery by Cooper from an 
elbow operation in the middle of 
the 1941 season. Last year he

This was the most victories he had 
attained in three years with the 
Cards or in the minors, and 
brought him one vote (a third- 
place plug good for eight points) 
in the 1941 balloting that desig- 
nated Dolph Camilli of Brooklyn 
as the most valuable player. 

In First Three on 21 Ballots. 

Twenty-one'of the 24 committee- 
men, three from each National 
League city, rated Cooper either 
first, second or third.

He likes 
to tell about that. He tells about 
it to the visitor who comes break- 
ing into his reverie. 

It was 65 years ago last June. 


Young Billy Curry had graduated . 


from a Louisville medical college 
and had studied two years under 
Dr, A. M. Henry at Mattoon, IIl,, 
and had. practiced for two years at 
Kansas Station, Ill. He took a 
notion that he wanted to strike out 
for a frontier and grow up with 
the country there. His Uncle Jim 
Curry had visited in Arkansas 
and brought back wild Western 


tales. If it was frontier that young © 


Billy wanted there was plenty of 
it in Arkansas. 

There was a difficulty about it. 
The young doctor’s embryo prac- 
tice had not yielded him enough 
to finance a frontier adventure. He 
went to his father about it. “Fa- 
ther,” he said, “if you'll send me 
out West I'll never ask you for 
another dime.” To Father Curry, 
who had been paying the bills, it 
looked like good business. He gave 
his son $50 and his blessing. The 
young man went forth. 

Young Dr. Curry had not picked 
a location, except that it would be 
somewhere in- Arkansas. He 
knocked around in Southern Mis- 
souri for a while, using up his 
money. When he landed at Pierce 
City, as far as he could go by rail, 
and bought a stage coach ticket, 
he had $5 left.

Dr. Nance 
told him they were in need of a 
doctor around Cross Hollows, out 
in the hills, and loaned him a 
horse to get there and to use until 
he could afford one of his own. 
So young Dr. Curry located at 
Cross Hollows and in the course 
of time was able to buy a horse 
by giving his note for $35. 

An old country preacher was the 
makin’ of the young country doc- 
tor. The old preacher -lived at 
Mudtown, two miles down the 
creek. He was sick, very sick. He 
was the patient of another coun- 
try doctor, who had diagnosed the 
condition as bilious typhoid pneu- 
monia and was dosing him with 
quinine and calomel, but the pa- 
tient was getting worse.

just come in. Dr. Curry had been 
looking for a chance to give it a 
trial. Here was the chance. He 
gave the old preacher a good shot 
of the new drug. 


Next day there was a hurry call. 
The preacher was dying. Curry 
galloped to the rescue. He found 
the patient lying on his back, sali- 
cylic acid bubbling from his lips. 
The dose had been too big. He 
administered a settler and the 
bubbling died down and the pa- 
tient quickly recovered from what- 
ever ailed him.. 


Well, the ‘preacher gave equal 
credit. for his recovery to the Lord 
and Doc Curry. He insisted that, 
humanly speaking, Curry had 
saved his life, From that time 
on, whenever he prayed in public, 
he thanked the Lord and Doc Cur- 
ry for what they had done for 
him, Particularly Doc Curry. The 
doctor says now the preacher was 
the best advertisement he ever 
had. Partly because of the preach- 
er’s plugging, the doctor moved to 
Mudtown and from there to Low- 
ell and finally, 50 years ago, to 
Rogers. 

While Curry was still at Mud- 
town, the preacher decided to 
move to Texas. He asked the doc- 
tor to call and said he wanted to 
pay his bill for that time when 
Curry saved his life. 


“You don’t. owe me anything,” 
said Curry. “I never charge 
preachers anything. Besides, 
you've been naming me in your 
prayers. That’s enough.” 

“No, it’s not enough,” said the 
preacher, “You see that cow out 
there? I want you to take her 
for what I owe you.” 

Dr. Curry took the cow and 
drove her home and she kept him 
in milk a long time, 


Although Rogers, even when 
Curry came here, was a right 
smart town, he continued to be 
and still calls himself an old-fash- 
ijoned country doctor. Much of 
his practice always was and still 
Ys in the country. In the earlier 
days, when there were no roads to 
speak of, he made his calls by 
horse and buggy when the weather 
was good and by horseback, with 
his medicines in saddlebags, when 
it wasn’t good, He thought noth- 
ing of riding 10 or 15 miles into 
the country and it was not un- 
usual for him to be up all night 


with a critical case, drinking black 
coffee to keep awake. 

Now he has a model A Ford 
which he drives himself. In the 
past five years he has driven it 
77,000 miles. He parks it around 
the corner from his office and 
when a call comes he jumps into 
it and goes tearing away like the 
local fire department going into 
action. 

As much as he can, though, he 
is turning the hurry calls and the 
heavier part of his practice over 
to his young associate, Dr. Clyde 
McNeil, who was brought into the 
world by Dr. Curry, one of the 
hundreds of babies that were 
“caught” by him. He confines him- 
self largely to office practice, car- 
ing for patients who won't have 
anybody else or who turn to him 
after they have tried the other.

HERE was a case of this kind 
1* day that this writer sat in 

Dr. Curry’s office. The door 
from the reception room was 
pushed open and an elderly man 
came in, escorting his young 
daughter and her baby. “The baby’s 
kinda breakin’ out,” the man said. 
“Seems like the other doctors don’t 
do him any good.” 

Dr. Curry chucked the baby 
under the chin. “Hello there, little 
feller,” he said, while the grand- 
father beamed. There was a brief 
examination and the doctor said, 
“Well, doggone, I believe I’ve got 
something that will do him good. 
I bet you he will soon be all right.” 
He poured the medicine with a 
steady hand and wrapped the 
bottle. How much? Oh, 50 cents 
would be enough. 

The 50 cents fee led up to talk 
about the economic aspect of the 
life of an old-fashioned country 
doctor. It was something that Dr. 
Curry had never bothered much 
about, His job was to treat people 
when they were sick and try to 
make them well. Sometimes they 
paid him and sometimes they 
didn’t. “I have never sued a pa- 
tient,” he said, “and I never dun 
anybody. I figure that they will 
pay some time if they can. I’ve 
got more money on my books than 
I’ve ever collected, thousands of 
dollars. Most of it I will never 
get.”
